BoiLixa Fruit without Sugar. — II may 
not be generally known that to boil fruit a 
long time before adding the sugar, and with- 
out a cover allows the water to evaporate, 
and so the fruit is firmer and better flavoured. 

An Excellent Dish. — Take, the skin off a 
large Bnnan haddock, cut it in five or six 
pieces, pack closely in the bottom of a pan, 
and pour over sufficient cream to cover them. 
Let it boil till the iish is cooked (which 
should be in six or eight minutes), and serve 
in n deep dish with the sauce poured over. 
Excellent with mashed potatoes for dinner 
or supper. 

Oatmeal Breakfast Cakf. — Take one pint 
of oatmeal, a pinch of salt, and just warm 
water enough to stir up into 11 batter. I'onr 
it into a shallow baking-pan, and halto for 
twenty minutes in a hot oven ; or bake it in 
small cakes on the griddle-iron, first putting in 
a handful of wheaten flour and a little more 
water. The cold porridge will also make 
delicious griddle-cakes 

Napkins. — Table napkins are regularly sup- 
plied nt the cheap dining-rooms at Berlin. 
The napkins are of tissue paper, with a 
coloured ornamental border — not only because 
paper is cheaper than diaper, but is a protec- 
tion ngainst pilfering. Indeed, so common 
are paper napkins at lierlin that the manu- 
facturers advertises them regularly in tho 
newspapers at tho rate of nine shillings the 
thousand, being about nine or ten (bra penny. 

DaiMiixu Water — A simple and good test 
for the piuity of drinking water is a little 
permanganate of potassium dropped into the 

water to bo tested, and add about ten drops 
of pure dilute sulphure acid, stir with a glass 
rod and add a weak solution of permanganate 
of potassium, and let it stand for some time. 
If tho water is pure the colour will remain, 
but if their is any organic matter present it 
will become coulourless. 

Curried Tripe.— Get n sheep's bag, clean 
well, cut in small pieces, lay in salt and water 
over night ; in the morning r-ct on to stew 
for two hours, with salt to taste and enough 
water to make gravy; then add two cold 
potatoes cut very small, a niece carrot, turnip, 
an onion, also out very small ; dust arw ail a 
halfpennyworth curry powder and'ttfr well 
round ; let stew for other two holfs.'' This 
with potatoes, makes a very good dinner, and 
plenty for husband, wife, and four children. 

Velvet Picturrs.— for an old picture take 
pictures of Staluaiy or a fine head, cut it out 
from the background and paste it on dark 
maroon Dr black velvet, and then stretch the 
velvet into a frame, the same as for an oil 
painting or chromo. A correspondent took 
the steel engraving of the head of St. Maria 
dud put it on dark wine-coloured velvet; 
also, arranged ferns and autumn leaves on 
velvet in the same way. He pasted them on 
the velvet with the white of an egg, and put 
no glas3 over them, as glass spoils the effect 
of these velvet pictures. 

During Mbals.— Everybody should plan to 
have pleasant conversation at the table, just 
as they have good food. A little story-telling, 
a littlo reading, it may be, of humourous 
things, nnecdotes, etc., will often stimulate 
the joyous elements of the mind and cause to 
act vigorously. Try and avoid going to the 
table all tired out. Let all troublesome 
topics be avoided. Think and say something 
pleasant. Cultivate mirth, and laugh when 
anything witty is said, if possible, never 
cat alone. Invite a friend of whom you arc 
fond, and try to have a good time. Friend- 
ship and frieddly intercourse nt the table 
whet the appetite and promote the How of 
animal spirits. 

THE NURSE. 

First, there must be physical health tiiii 
strength sufficient for an arduous and trying 
work. This will include a soundness of all 
tho organs of sense — good eyesight, hear- 
ing, touch, taste and smell — a suitable age, 
and a- stable nervous system — moderate 
muscular power, and a fair amount of manual 
dexterity are also necessary. It will be sufli- 
cieut to imagine a nurse deficient in any one 
of these qualities to see how essential each of 
them is. The work of nursing especially in 
a hospital, is exceedingly trying to the health, 
and mnny faults of temper, or of apparent 
carelessness, may be due really to imperfect 
health. There are some persons with physi- 
cal susceptibilities, not incompatible with 
ordinary good health, which yet render the 
air of a hospital instantly poisonos to them, 
and which completely debar them from 
hospital work. The writers has seeu most 
persevering attempst to overcome those sus- 
ceptibilities by a process of acclimatisation 
and other means, and without success. In 
stance are not wanting in which fatal 
mistakes have been made by nurses in con- 
sequences of imperfect eyesight or hearing; 
needless pain is also inflicted from a want of 
delicacy of touch, and there nre some per- 
sons to whom throughout their lives manual 
dexterity is an impossibility. Certain menial 
qualities are also essential to the efficient 
nurse. She must be good-tempered and 
cheerful, and easily depressed or disturbed 
possessed of great patience, observant and ac- 
curate. Her moral character is also of im- 
portance ; she must be sober and vigilent, 
truthful trustworthy, and conscientious. It 
must be remembered also that tho lack of 
some of these qualities is not compensated 
for by special excellence in others, nor by 
any amount of enthusiasm. It cannot be too 
clearly understood that nursing is by no 
means a poetical or sentimental occupation, 
but that it is often a painful and very disa- 
greeable one. The professional nurse, more- 
over, has not the pleasure of looking forward 
to the society of the sick person when re- 
covered, and when the fretfulness of illness 
has been replaced by the thankful calm of 
joyous gratitude of health ; nor has she the 
interest given by a family relationship to, or 
a natural affection for, the patient' She ha3 
charge of a constant succession of sick persons 
of whom she has no previous knowledge, and 
of whom she loses sight as soon ns recovery 
has taken place; and who, moreover, fre- 
quently fail to exhibit the slightest sense of 
her caro. This is obviously neither the occvw 
pation for a delicate devotee who seeks relief 
from the monotony of fashionable frivolity, 
nor for a coarso and ignorant drudge as an 
alternative employment to scrubbing the 
floor. It needs not only a special capacity, 
but a special training.

In a recent article wo promised to 
indicate certain points in the Eraser 
River country or the richness of which 
from personal experience ami tho re- 
ports of friends wo can spoak confident- 
ly. We commence with 

SPINDULEM FLAT, 

(So-called from the old Indian chief of 
that name), situated 15 miles above the 
forks of Frasor and Thompson Rivera 
Three companies worked there with 
rockers (in May, 1S59,) and made from 
$5 to $8 per day to tho hand. The 
supply of availablo water came from 
one small stream which tho miners 
diverted and brought in. This small 
supply naturally prevented extensive 
hydraulic operations (which now could 
be profitably introduced). Above 

NICARAGUA BAR 

Upon an elevated bench the minors 
were at work about tho same date cut- 
ting a ditch for the purpose of work- 
ing the flat ; but the best diggings are 
between the forks and Hope. On the 
North Fork of Frasor River, 30 miles 
above Fort Alexandria, work was dono 
on an extensive flat (June 28th, 1859,) 
and good wages made with rockers. In 
the 

ma canon, 
Upon a bonch elevated 150 feet above 
low water mark, a party of miners 
were encamped (May 24th, 1859,) 
Their attention was called by one of 
the party to the beautiful flat or bench 
before them. They named it Mount 
Pleasant, and forthwith set to work. 
Before night they obtained flattering 
prospects, the gold being coarse but not 
water-worn, and of a dirty-yellowish 
appearance. There is room upon this 
bench for 100 men and an abundance 
of water. The bench on which the 
front portion of 

YALE 

Is located is supposed to bo payably 
auriferous, and so circumstanced as to 
position as regards Yalo Creek and the 
Fraser River that the supply of water 
for sluicing it and tho necessary fall for 
tail-races could be easily and inexpen- 
sively provided. A company was pro- 
posed (July 14th, 1859,) for the pur- 
pose of washing by the hydraulic pro- 
cess tho hills and flats situated back of 
Hill's Bar, and extending to the bank 
opposite Yalo ; but owing to tho sud- 
den fall of the creeks or lakes which 
supplied tho ditch, and another obstacle 
that presented itself in tho difficulty 
experienced in obtaining sluice lumber, 
the work was abandoned. The future 
prospects of British Columbia depend 
upon developments in the mountains 
and benches — and not in the river. 
(Twenty years' experience has verified 
this.) On 

SAWMILL FLAT 

The experiment of bydraulicing should 
be made, the place selected being back 
of the once richest bars on Fraser 
River — Hill's Bar — and indicating 
prospects of from 1 cent to 3 cents to 
the pan. There is not a foot of soil on 
this and adjacent benches that does not 
give the color of gold, and this in Cali- 
fornia is sufficient inducement for ex- 
tensive hydraulic operations. The 
whole country is much bettor supplied 
with water than California. 

BENCH DIGGINGS. 

Upon the bench back of Steamboat Bar, 
in the Little Canon, 25 miners located 
in 1859. The pay dirt was hauled to 
tho bluff and then dumped to the 
water's edge where it was washed with 
rockers. Thoy had trees to cut and 
other obstacles to overcome and still 
made fair wages. Had the miners been 
supplied with water sufficient to sluice 
or hydraulic the ground how different 
would have been tho result of their 
labors. Five miles above Boston Bar 
some Chinamen, in Sept. 1859, struck 
good dry diggings 70 feet above high- 
water mark, the pay-dirt extending 
down 12 feet. Seven miles below the 
forks, west side, is 

SPRING FLAT, 

Eighty feet above high water. Good 
results wore obtained but a scarcity of 
water precluded extensive operations. 

Wo shall continue to compile ex- 
tracts from our correspondents' letters 
of thoso days, feeling satisfied that our 
readers will peruse these reminiscenses 
■with pleasure and profit, for there are 
good paying bars and benches on Fraser, 
Thompson and Quesnel Rivers, and 
with the present facilities for reaching 
thorn and living there we may reasona- 
bly expect the re-opening of our mines 
on a more permanent and profitable 
basis. Of course some of the bars and 
benches have been worked out ; but 
there is adjacent property equally .rich 
and yet to be prospected. Even the 
bars which receive deposits from the 
river and were overhauled in the early 
days of mining, have been in a measure 
replenished, and tho land slides from 
which the flats receive their gold have 
created new fields for exploration. In 
order successfully to open these dig- 
gings capital will be required ; but in 
many places a combination of labor 
backed with a reasonable credit from 
tho local storekeepers would be suffi- 
cient, and in the co operative system a 
lesson might be profitably learned from 
the example of the Mongolians them- 
selves.

Halifax, Sept. 10. — Tho contro- 
versy respecting General McDougall's 
alleged insult to a funeral procession 
is unfortunately being carried on. This 
evening the Citizen and Evening Chron- 
icle printed a letter from Maj. G. B. 
MacDonnell, Rovul Artillery, confirm- 
ing Gen. McDougall's statements. This 
afternoon Gen. McDougall sent an- 
other letter for publication in to-mor- 
row's Chronicle. He complains that 
the Chronicle did him injustice in pub- 
lishing the letter of Henry Romans 
without giving him (Sir Patrick) an 
opportunity to explain; also that the 
Chronicle did wrong in making edit- 
orial remarks of the same nature as 
Romans' letter. Ho says the Chronicle's 
statement were inaccurate, and after 
his explanation had been made he ex- 
pected that a retraction would have 
boon given, but instead of that the 
Chronicle made no explanation, but it 
published a second letter from Romans 
which was untruthful and offensive. 
He considers that on account of tho 
position he occupies he is bound to re- 
sent tho wrong that has been done him 
and oxpresses his purpose to send the 
wholo correspondence to tho papers 
of the principal towns of Canada, 
where he is proud to have many friends. 
Tho Chronicle, in its review of the mat- 
ter to bo printed in tho morning, says 
that in deferonco to the wishes of the 
friends of the deceased it was anxious 
to stop the controversy, but Gen. Mc- 
Dougall and his friend force it on. Tt 
admits that in one passage its state- 
ments was inaccurate, and retracts it, 
but refuses to givo the fuller retraction 
that the General wants. Tho articlo 
assails several statements made by the 
General, and winds up by asserting 
again that General MacDougall did 
not show that respect to the funeral 
which would naturally be expected of 
him. — Globe. 



"What Dr. IToTraan Hall Bays in Eo- 
lation to tio Vor&iot in Sis Bo- 
fcalf. 

New Yoek, Sept, 31.— The Rev. 
Dr. Cuyler who is a warm porsonal 
friend of the Rov. Newman Hall, tho 
noted non-conformist preacher of Lon- 
don, has received from him a letter 
written immediately after the close of 
the trial in which he sought and gained 
a verdict of divorce from his wife. Dr. 
Hall writes: 

Glory be to tho faithful and prayer- 
hearing God who has given mo tho 
victory. It was no light trial to me 
to listen to a speech of eight hours 
against nie full of spiteful and specious 
imundoes, and to know that tho next 
morning the world would be reading 
only that. I hope you will read Sir 
Henry James's able defence of me, and 
especially the Judge's charge which 
was a complete and impartial vindica- 
tion. The jury did not deliberate CO 
seconds ! After the verdict great hand- 
shaking followed and 2000 people 
thronged Westminster Hall and 
cheered me to the echo. I got away 
from the crowd and went into West- 
minster Abbey and had a happy sea- 
son of devotion. Large numbers fol- 
lowed in there and gathered around, 
and I was glad to escape further de- 
monstration by hastening home. Since 
tho trial new evidence has appeared to 
confirm the justice of the verdict. I 
leave to-morrow for some rest in Swit- 
zerland.

Important to tue Legal Profession. 
At a session yesterday of tho full Court 
the Chief Justice stated, with the concur- 
rence of his brother Judges, that the 
terms and vacations of the Supremo 
Court were in force on the Mainland as 
upon tho Island. Upon this announce- 
ment counsel askod if it was in- 
tended that tho rule as to non- 
pleading in tho b?ng vacation (10th Aug. 
to 2Gth October) should apply to Main- 
land as well as to Island actions, because 
if such were the case civil cases could not 
bo prepared for the fall assizes. Tho 
Chief Justice said the opinion was that 
the application of tonus and vacations was 
universal throughout the Province, Mr. 
Justice Croasc adding that this opinion 
included the adherence to the rule of tho 
non-delivery of pleadings in the long va- 
cations.

Municipal Police Court. 

IBefore Alex. McLean, Esq., J. P.] 

Thursday, Sept. 25. 

Ah Lin, a Chinaman, charged with 
maliciously cutting and destroying certain 
trees and shrubs on tho property of Hon. 
A. F. Pomberton. 

John Banks, who laid the information, 
testified to its truth and deposed that he 
is employed by Hon. A. F. Pemberton 
and saw the defendant do tho damage to 
tho trees on Wednesday last. Two trees 
were cut entirely down and a number of 
others were much damaged. 

Mr. Smith, who appeared for the defen- 
dant, entered a plea of guilty and his 
Honor imposed a tlno of §5, with $5 costs; 
in default of payment one month's im- 
prisonment with hard labor. 

[lictoro Hon. A. F. Pemberton.] 

Edward Shields, on remand, charged 
with assisting a marine to desert from 
H. M. S. Penguin. 

His Honorproceeded to give judgment in 
this caso. Ho remarked that the facts wero 
simple and proceeded to review the lengthy 
ovidenco adduced. No doubt existed in 
his Honor's mind that tho prisoner was 
guilty of tho gravo offenco with which he 
was charged, but before passing sentenco 
he would inquire what the police knew of 
the youth. 

Tho Superintendent of Polico said the 
defendant was before tho Court last 
spring, when he was sentenced to four 
months' imprisonment for burglary. 

Mr. Eborts begged to correct tho Super- 
intendent, ' It was merely for simple 
larceny. 

His Honor said tho offence with which 
tho dofondant was now charged was of a 
very serious nature and it had generally 
been tho practico to send such cases to 
tho higher Court for trial. It was highly 
important that ships belonging to H. M. 
navy should be afforded ovory protection 
whilst in theso waters, lie know that 
very flattering promises were made to 
marines and seamon to induce them to 
desert and go to the other side of the 
Straits but in almost every caso the 
promises wero broken. Ho had heard 
most heart-rending statements from men 
who had been persuaded to desert and 
found themselves deceivod. His Honor 
would like to know whether the youth 
now before him bolonged to Victoria. 

The Superintendent of Police replied 
that ho had been brought up in this city. 

His Honor regretted to hear it as he 
had hoped there were no such offenders 
bolonging to tho community. If tho de- 
fendant were sent up to the Supremo 
Court he would in all probability get two 
or three years' imprisonment and His 
Honor thought that in consenting to 
deal summarily with him ho had pursued 
ti very lenient course. The offence, how- 
ever, could not be passed over lightly. 
His Honor then fined the dofondant §200 
— in default of payment months' im- 
prisonment. 

Tho Superintendent of Polico applied 
for costs. 

His Honor said if tho fine woro paid 
the costs could bo taken out of it. 

Edward Clyde, a lad about 10 years of 
ago, also charged with assisting men be- 
longing to H. M. Navy to desert, was 
then placed on trial. 

Sorgt. Bloomfield having testified to 
the truth of the information, Mr. Eberts, 
who appeared for the defendant, said 
that aftor hearing tho decision of His 
Honor in the provious caso it was the do- 
Biro of the boy, Clyde, to plead guilty. 
Tho attention, howover, of His Honor 
was particularly directed to the ago of tho 
defendant, he being scarcely 10 years 
old. The lad had informed him (Mr. 
Eberts) that tho offenco with which he 
was chargod was the result of a frolic 
moro than anything else and ho (Clyde) 
had boon induced by tho sailors to assist 
them to get to San Jiian Island. The lad 
had not received ono cent for his trouble 
and only juBt now realized tho gravity of 
his offenco. 

The Superintendent of Police said there 
was a great deal in what Mr. Eberts had 
stated and it was hia own impression that 
Clydo had been led and influenced con- 
siderably by his companion Shields. He 
was by no means, however, the best boy 
in the country. 

His Honor said somo arrange- 
ment might possibly bo made for 
shipping the boy on board a sailing ves- 
sel to somo distant port. Such a course 
was sometimes resorted to to afford a lad 
an opportunity to reform. Ho would 
therefore remand the defendant for throo 
days. 

George Smith, charged by William 
Kettle with stealing from him a silver 
watch, gold chain and looket, valued at 
§50 and upwards. 

Tho prosecutor deposed that on Wed- 
nesday morning last ho was in company 
with a man named Shewoll who took him 
to prisoner's cabin in the rear of the 
Mousquetaire saloon. AVitness took off 
his coat, the watch and chain being in the 
coat pocket at tho time. The prisoner, 
who was in tho room, then took the watch 
and chain out of the prosecutor's pocket 
and passed it to Shewell, who forthwith 
loft tho cabin. 

Officer Ptoycraft deposed that from in- 
formation received from tho last witness 
ho procoedod to the prisoner's cabin in 
company with Officer Lindsay; arrested 
the prisoner and subsequently searched 
the premises as well as Sewell's cabin in 
which were found tho watch and chain 
secreted in a hole in the wall into which 
the pipo from a stovo fits. 

The prisoner, who was defended by Mr. 
A. C. Courtney, was convicted and re- 
manded for sentenco until Monday noxt. 

Thomas Shewell was then charged with 
receiving the watch and chain, well know- 
ing thorn to havo been stolen. 

The ovidenco in this case was similar to 
that adduced in the preceding one. The 
prisonor, who was undefended, was also 
convicted, His Honor remanding him for 
sentence till Monday.

Supremo Court. 

[Before Chief Justice Sir Matthew Balllie Beffble, 
Mr. Justice Creaso and Mr. Justice Gray.] 

Thursday, Sept. 25. 

Be Samuel Walker, an insolvent, and 
the Bank of British North America — Mr. 
Robertson, Q.C., on behalf of the Bank 
of British North America moved ex parte 
for a rule nisi to rescind the order of Mr. 
Justice Gray directing the County Court 
Judge at Richfield to hear and adjudicate 
upon tho insolvent's petition to set aside 
tho writ and which order condemned the 
Bank in costs of attachment. 

Tho learned counsel repeated his argu- 
ments madu before Mr. Justico Gray, 
citing additional authorities and contend- 
ing that the County Court Judge had 
adjudicated upon the petition to such an 
extent that tho insolvent's remedy was by 
appeal and not by mandamus. 

The Chief Justico said that the refusal 
of jurisdiction by the County Court Judge 
involved tho rojection of tho whole po- 
tition to tho hearing of which, upon its 
merits, the insolvent was entitled. In his 
opinion tho petition had not boon hoard 
upon its merits and the order of Air. 
Justico Gray must bo sustained. 

Mr. Justico Gray was of opinion that 
tho few preliminary points said to havo 
been decidod by Mr. Ball wero subject to 
the main question of jurisdiction. That 
point covered all others, for without 
jurisdiction the County Court Judge could 
give no valid decision. Having denied 
that jurisdiction it followed that the 
petition had not boon heard upon its 
merits and lie therefore concurred with 
the Chief Justico in refusing the rulo ap- 
plied for. 

Mr. Justice Creaso stated that counsel 
for tho Bank had urged every possible 
contention against tho order. Those 
arguments had failed to convince him 
that Walker had ever had tho opportunity 
to contest the alleged insolvency or that 
Walker was not ontitled to a hearing upon 
the merits. Rulo refused. 



The Kocoption of Gonoral Grant. 

Tho southern papers come to us filled 
with accounts of the reception of General 
Grant at San Francisco. Tho steamer in 
which lie came from China was mot at tho 
entrance of tho harbor by a fleet of ves- 
sels and escorted to 1 he dock. Tho whole 
population— men, women and children — 
crowded every eminence and witnessed 
the triumphal marine procession as it 
moved up the harbor, the populace cheer- 
ing lustily betimes. The scene at tho 
Palace Hotel, where the Gonoral had on- 
gaged rooms, beggared description. The 
streets to the hotel wero spanned with 
welcoming arches and eloctric lights and 
Rouian candles lighted up the city. ArIio 
alighted at the hotel parlor a chorus of 
500 voices sang an odo of welcome After 
dinner the General responded to vocifer- 
ous calls and mounting a chair on 
tho balcony said, 

"Follow citizens of San Francisco: 
After twenty-fivo years' absence I am glad 
to meet you and assure you of my cordial 
thanks for tho kind greeting you havo 
given me. I shall stay in your city long 
enough to greet you moro fully." 

The General then withdrew amid pro- 
longed and prodigious cheering, and the 
crowd scattered. Salutes wore fired from 
land and water batteries during the cere- 
monies, which at latest accounts continu- 
ed. The reception was tho grandest over 
accorded to any one on tho Continent 
General Grant has been invited to Oregon 
and will probably visit that State during 
tho progress of tho Fair at Salem in tho 
first week of October.

OP EUROPE? 

Troublo botwoon Spain and Morocco. 



GERMANY AND AUSTRIA. 
London, Sept, 13. — A Vienna cor- 
respondent is informed on high author- 
ity that Bismarck is desirous that it 
should be understood that no agreement 
involving an ofl'ensive policy has been 
concluded between Germany and Aus- 
tria. 

Berlin, Sept. 23. — Tho Russian em- 
bassy has been confidentially assured 
that no hostile demonstrations against 
Russia, were intended in the visit of 
Bismarck to Vienna. 

Vienna, Sept. 24. — It is now clear 
that the object of the writing of An- 
drassy to Bismarck was to maintain 
peace in Europe and by a strong alliance 
to gradually separate Russia from 
Europe. 

Vienna, Sept. 23. — A correspond- 
ent has good reason to bolieve that 
Andrassy lias received assurance of 
English sympathy with the understand- 
ing arrived at with Germany. 

Emperor Francis Joseph in an 
audience given to Bismarck said that 
Baron Von Haymerli would maintain 
friendly relations with Germany. 

Vienna, Sept. 24. — Bismarck lias 
gone to Dresden. 

EGYPT. 

Alexandria, Sept. 23. — Reports are 
current in Cairo and generally credited 
that the Khedive has asked the Porte 
to send troops to Massowah to threaten 
the Abyassian army and that the 
Porte has consented. 

ROUMANIA. 
Bucharest, Sept. 23. — Tho Deputies 
rejected the motion to disregard the 
provisions of the Treaty of Berlin re- 
ative to the emancipation of the Jews. 
They havo also rejected the measure 
stipulating that the naturalization of 
the Jews be individual only. This 
leaves the field clear for the intro- 
duction of the government projoct 
which provides for tho immediate en- 
franchisement of 1C00 Jews. 

SPAIN. 

Madriu, Sept. 24. — Intelligence has 
beon received from Tangiers that a 
Spanish war ship had arrived at that 
port with important dispatches for tho 
Spanish minister. It is generally be- 
lieved that Spain has claimed $600,- 
000 for use of the fishing grounds off 
Agadir, near Mogadar, which the 
Moors ceded to Spain, but which were 
never used by tho Spaniards. It is 
said that the Spanish Government, 
fearing an accusation of negligence in 
the Cortes, desires to obtain some con- 
cession from the Moors before that 
body meets. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg Sept. 23. — An 
official telegram from Gen. Leomatiem 
commanding tho Russian expedition in 
Central Asia states that the advanced 
detachment of the expedition against 
Tekke Turcomans passed Diagh on tho 
4th inst. At Bashu and Burma no 
Turcomans were encountered and only 
50 Eilbittas remained at Artchoman, 
the rest of tho population having de- 
camped. It is rumored that the Tikkcs 
are assembling at Gcottepe to resist 
the advance of the expedition.

Halifax Sept. 12. — The marriage of 
Mr. Charles Tupper, son of Sir Charles 
Tupper, to the eldest daughter of Hon. 
James Macdonald, Minister of Justice, 
was celebrated in St. Mathews' Pres- 
byterian church, Halifax, yesterday 
morning. The church was filled with 
tho fashion and beauty of the city. 

Ottawa, Sept. 9. — Brown, the West 
Winchester murderer, will be tried at 
the Cornwall Assizes, which open on 
the 23rd instant. Since his incarcera- 
tion the murderer has so completely 
broken down that lie is physically help- 
less. He seems entirely unable to ac- 
count for the crime. Ho declares still 
that lie had no motive. He suffers 
acutely from pangs of conscience, and 
hopes tho judge will shorten, if possible 
tho period generally allowed between 
conviction and execution. 

Montreal, Sept. 9. — The new gen- 
eral manager of the Bank of Montreal 
has not yet been officially named. It 
is understood that Mr. C. Smithers, 
who had been offered the position, had 
about decided to accept it, but on re- 
consideration had asked the Board to 
make somo other selection, as he feared 
the delicate state of his health would 
interfero with a proper discharge of the 
onerous duties of the position. It is 
rumoured now that tho appointment 
lies between Mr. Watson, of Now 
York, and Mr. Ashworth, the present 
manager of the bank in London, Eng- 
land.

On the 25th ult. Joseph Janouch was 
arrested at Cincinnati on a warrant 
charging him with murder, sworn out 
by Mrs. Mary Plentenbauer, formerly 
wifsof a Bohemian named Joseph Tesar. 
One night in 1870, Janouch and Tesar 
wero on a drunk, and it is claimed 
Tesar was led into a saloon and tilled 
with whiskey, and then harnessed and 
made to gallop around the room on all 
fours until he fell exhausted, after 
which he was fed with oats. The next 
morning Tesar was found dead on the 
floor of the saloon with his mouth and 
throat full of oats. 

Mrs. E. Bush lives near Lebanon, N 
J, a few days ago, while working in- 
the kitchen her attention was drawn 
toward the door, which was standing 
open, by a peculiar shuffling noise. 
On the door step lay three big pilot 
snakes. Mrs. Bush retaining her pre- 
sence of mind, seized a poker, and ap- 
proaching catiously dealt tho foremost 
reptile a blow, mashing its head. The 
other two, with loud hisses, ran at her 
and attempted to coil themselves 
around her. The plucky woman was 
to much for them, however, for she 
placed her foot on the head of one, 
crushing it, while she dealt tho other 
blow after blow until she killed it. 
The snakes were the biggest ever seen 
in that region. The largest measured 
over four feet in length. 

A girl in Shelby, Kentucky, wsa 
provoked by tho bad play of her part- 
ner at croquet. She struck him on the 
head with a mallet and caused brain 
fever, of which ho nearly died. She 
was kept in custody until he recovered 
and then she married him. Now ho 
wishes he had died. 

Two coloured men got into a fight at 
Jacksonville, Florida, on Thursday 
morning last, and one of them shot the 
other in the head with a pistol. 
Though the combatants were only two 
feet apart, the bullot flattened against 
the man's head, and fell to the ground. 
It knocked him clown, but did no fur- 
ther damage. 

Brig Allison cut his throat in Louis- 
ville, but had not made a mortal 
wound when a policeman took away 
tho knife. Allison was unabie to 
speak, but he wrote on a scrap of 
paper : — "I will give you §5 if you 
will give me back my knife and lot me 
kill myself." 

A California railway engineer had a 
narrow escape from a bottomless pit a 
fortnight ago. He had charge of a 
construction train and was hauling 
gravel. A shore distance out of Beni- 
cia, and beyond Government Point, is 
a piece of tule land. Thousands and 
thousands of yards of dirt were thrown 
upon it when the road was built, and 
yet in a short time, even during the 
night, out of. sight the whole would 
go. At last the road was ballasted 
and the track laid, The engineer notic- 



ed that the earth had a, depressed ap- 
pearance, but he was so for advanced 
that it was impossible to stop, and 
having on a powerful head of steam, 
he opened the valve and went rushing 
over the dangerous place, and at the 
same time felt the ground settling 
under the train. In a moment they 
were over the morass and upon check 
ing the engine the men on the train 
looked back, and for a distance of ovei 
SOOfeet they saw the ground, the tiet 
and the track, in one vast body, sink 
down into the bottomless pit a distance 
of fifty feet. 



Socialist Up to a Certain Foint. 

I was travelling in a department of 
the South, after the revolution of Feb- 
ruary. I met one day the mayor of a 
village, proprietor of a metaiiie. "Sir," 
said he to me, "what do they mean 
down there at Pasis by that word 
'communism?' It is some sluggard's 
business, is it not 1 So, at least, our 
curate says." "It is a system of parti- 
tion," replied I, "invented once on a 
timo by a dreamer." "What did he 
dream 1" "That tho man who has a 
million should share it with tho com- 
mune." His eyes brightened. "Not a 
bad dream either," said he. "But fur- 
ther," I resumed, "that the man who 
has 100,000 francs should abandon tho 
half to his neighbor." "Well," he 
would still havo enough with tho other 
half." "Then, that the man who has 
50,000 francs should come down to 
25,000 francs, through a spirit of frater- 
nity." The faco of the mayor assumed 
a thoughtful tinge. "That may still 
do." "Lastly, that the man who poss- 
esses 25,000 francs," — "Twenty-five 
thousand francs," he interrupted, spring- 
ing up with a bound, "that's tho value 
of my farm ; let him who would have 
a vine stock belonging to it, come and 
seek it. He will see how I will receive 
him at tho end of my musket." — Fa. 

Scotch Deer Forests. — Scotch for- 
ests are most lucrative to their owners. 
The rents paid are enormous, and not 
many years ago would have sounded 
incredible. Lord Dudley paid a rent 
of £ 5,000 a year for the Reay forest. 
The .£5,000 represent 5,000 deer, as 
far as may be computed, and somo G0,- 
000 acres over which they roam, com- 
prising some of the loveliest of Scottish 
sconcry. Thcso deer arc the finest in 
Scotland, often attaining eighteen stone 
and they possess tho peculiarity of 
forked tails. Lord Dudley does not 
seem very keen about his deer. Months 
of tho season will pass away before he 
begins deer-stalking. The deer of the 
other forests seem to find this out, and 
when hard beset flee for safety to the 
Reay forest. Tho Scotch have a great 
regard for the original Lord Ward, 
who first took a pleasure yacht into the 
almost unknown northern waters of 
Scotland, and set an example to tour- 
ists in penetrating to tho furthest re- 
cesses of the land. Last season Lord 
Dudley had the famous Black Mount 
forest in Argyllshire, belonging to Lord 
Breadalbane, paying .£4,500. The fo.'- 
est stretches for twenty miles, the 
haunt of the finest red deer; and the 
sport has been excellent, though deer 
stalking is exceptionally difficult in 
this country. Lord A veland is credit- 
ed with almost the best shooting last 
season in "lone Glenartney's haze 
shade." The Inverness-shire shootings 
reach a total rental of some £95,000 a 
year. It is all very well for Professor 
Blackie, in his Braemar Balhuids, to 
denounce the incursions of the Saxon — 

"A London brewer shoots the grouse, 
A Lordllng stalks tho deer." 

The regret of the Gael is not that 
they come in such numbers, as that 
thoro may bo a falling off in the num- 
ber of his southron guests. The visi- 
tors furnish employment, promote 
trade, put heaps of monoy in brisk 
circulation, and increase tho comforts 
and savings of the peasants. If they 
can really reclaim tho wastes, and find 
sufficient food and employment to 
save Highlanders from emigrating, 
doubtless so much the better, but the 
issue is problematical and certainly re- 
mote. — London Society.
